CLARK FAVORS WATERWAYS.

Sr. LOUIS (Mo.) Sept. 22.—The op- 


ponents of waterways improvements, 
the adverse report of Lieutenant- 
Colonel of Engineers Deakyne on the

“Traffic on the Mississippi and the 
Missouri must be revived soon or 
never.” he continued. “The Congres- 
sional delegation from the Mississippi 
Valley cannot succeed indefinitely in 
securing appropriations unless there 
is a speedy and important increase 
in steamboating. This can be accom- 
Plished in two ways: First. build 
steamboats and set them to work: sec- 
ond, construct adequate wharves and 
river rail terminals.

Trade, received here today by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. 

Commercial diplomatic representa- 
tives of Great Britain abroad, the an- 
nouncements say, will place at the 
disposal of British merchants all avail- 
able information as to securing cus- 
tomers formerly supplied by German 
and Austrian firms. The Board of 
Trade also gives notice of the organ- 
ization of a “confidentiaal informa- 
tion service” through its commercial 
intelligence bureau to “supply firms 
desiring to enter the foreign trade with 
information as to opportunities for 
extension abroad of those branches of 
trade in which they are especially in- 
terested.” 

It was announced also that the col- 
lection of samples of German and Aus- 
trian products gathered from foreign 
markets of the world, which has been 
exhibited in London, will now be 
shown at various industrial centers in 


by | the provinces for the benefit of manu- 


facturers. 

In addition to seeking to establish 
British. products in foreign markets 
heretofore held by the Teutonic na- 
tions, the Board of Trade has begun 
a movement to encourage the manu- 
facture in Great Britain of goods for- 
merly imported from Germany and 
Austria.

DESERTS SINKING CRAFT. 


Reports from San Francisco are no 
more assuring to the administration 
followers. Disquieting rumors of 
secret desertions of men on the State 
pay roll have followed the resigna- 
tion of Boss Tom Finn of his posi 
tion as State Senator. Finn has han- 
died San Francisco for the adminis- 
tration for four years, and has lost 
but one election, that for Presidential 
electors in 1912.

Governors Henchman Chambers Attempts to Confuse 
| Public Mind by Casting Doubt on Accuracy of Figures 


Short Time Ago to Eastern Experts. 


Address Made by Himself 


ACRAMENTO, Sept. 22. — State 
Controller Jack Chambers is ap- 
parently very much perturbed 

because The Times his presumed to 
print and comment upon the startling 
increases in the rates in California's 
inheritance tax laws as passed by the 
last Legislature. A statement given 
by him to the press this week begins 
as follows: : 

“An article appeared in Sunday 
morning's issue of a certain newspa- 
per, followed by an editorial in Tues- 
day morning's issue, giving what pur- 
ported to be the inheritance tax rates 
now in force in the State of Califor- 
nia. This paper simply culled certain 
extracts from my speech for the pur- 

ose of conveying to the public the 
mpression that the law now in force 
in this State, as enacted by the last 
session of the Legisiature, fixed the 
inheritance tax rates on all estates at 
the flat rate of 30 per cent.” 

This is a highly-characteristic para- 
graph illustrating the kind of half- 
truths and misuse of the truth which 
the Governor’s two pbowerg Jack 
Chambers and Jack Neylan, fecd. to 
the docile editors of the “Progressive” 
press. 

QUIBBLING WITH WORDS. 


“Giving what purported to be the 
inheritance tax rates,” asserts Mr. 
Chambers. As the head of the inheri- 
tance tax department of the State, 
Jack Chambers knew that schedule 
of rates given in The Times Sunday 
morning was a true and exact copy of 
the rates as named in the inheritance 
tax law, but passed by the last Legis- 
lature. In that arficle The Times 
stated explicitiy that to lineal heirs 
the California rates run from 1 to 15 
per cent., and to collateral heirs the 
rates run from 2 to 30 per cent. Mr. 
Chambers himself quoted these rates 
in a public address before they were 
used by The Times. 

By using the expression, “purported 
to be.” he now attempts to confuse the 
public mind as to the schedule of 
rates which he has admitted in a pub- 
lic address to carry the highest max!i- 
mum both for linea] and collateral 
heirs of any State in the United 
States. 

Mr. Chambers, like the statue in 
the Temple of Janus, “has two faces, 
one looking to the east and the other 
to the west.” In his public utter- 
ances to which The Times referred 
he was explaining the State inheri- 
tance law for the benefit of eastern 
tax — 2 who had seen copies of 
the law before they listened to him. 

FROM HIS ADDRESS. 


In this address he said: 

“Just California and certain other 
States are not consistent in this regard. 
They insist on following the personal 
property of a deceased resident to the 
ends of the earth, so to speak, but 
en the other hand also insist upon 
taxing all personal property of a non- 
resident, found within their borders, 
and California as well as certain other 
States, likewise taxes the stock of cor- 
porations incorporated under their 
laws which is held be nonresident de- 
cedents. I consider this policy incon- 
sistent, if not unjust. Yet to abandon 
it would cost California several hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year.”

“we can boost the rates and squeeze 
another million this year out of the 
taxes.“ 

In this statement to the press this 
week the Goverrior’s right bower lays 
great stress on certain “exemptions,” 
but he says not one word about that 
duplicate and triplicate taxation of 
California’s estates. There is not a 
word of the law so drawn that securi- 
ties of California corporations are 
subject to an inheritance tax in three 
different States. 

He admits that our inheritance tax 
for both lineal arid 
are the highest known, but he decries 
the policy of talking about them in 
the papers. He thinks the people 
will swallow that 30 per cent, tax 
and triplicate taxation if the press 
will only join in chloroforming them 
while taking the dose. He doesn't 
seem to realize that he has reached 
the point where “you can't fool ali 
the people all the time.” .

POWER SUPPLY. 


City to File on Rush and 
Leevining Creeks. 


Large Projects. 


Twelve Years Required for 
this Development. 


Initial steps to fortify the city in 
control of sufficient power rights to as- 
sure an adequate supply of electric 
energy for the use of all consumers 
within the municipality for a period 
long in the future were taken vester- 
day morning at a special meeting of 
the Board of Public Service Commis- 
sloners. 

By resolutions, the board set forth 
its purpose of filing applications with 
the State Water Commission for right 


35,000 horse power, valued in the un- 
developed state at $350,000, on Rush 
and Leevining creeks in the Mono 
Lake country, and directed Chief 
Electrical Engineer Scattergood of the 
Aqueduct Power Bureau to immedi- 
ately post notices of appropriation. 

This development, with the 166,- 
000 horse power that it is estimated 
will be “brought” in by the various 
aqueduct power projects, will make 
the peak of municipal development 
201,000 horse power. |

NEEDS TWELVE YEARS. 


“We will ask for twelve years for 
development,” said City Attorney 
Stephens yesterday. “By that time the 
power demands of the. city will have 
grown to the point where the entire 
development of energy will be needed. 
The time asked for development is 
the same as that given the Paci 
Light and Power Corporation in con- 
nection with its Big Creek work — 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany on its Kern River work.” 

The action by which the city, ac- 
cording to all indications, seeks to 
come into absolute control of the sale 
of electrical energy for all purposes 
within its border, was pursuant to the

Action on the Rush and Leevining 
Creek projects is in line with the city’s 
announced intention of developing 
and distributing electrical energy for 
all purposes within the limits of the 
municipality. In this connection the 
city applied to the State Rallroad 
Commission more than a year ago for 
an appraisement of a portion of the 


California Edison Company for ulti- 
mate condemnation by it through 
court proceedings. 

. CITY PREFERRED? 
This application followed on the 
of bonds for the acquisition of a dis- 
tributing system for the carriage of 
aqueduct power. Numerous hinder- 
ances to the course of procedure as 
laid out— that of taking over the city 
lines of the Southern California i- 
son Company—have developed in the 
last year. The latest one grew out 
of the amending of the city’s appli- 
cation to the State Railroad Commis- 
sion so as to secure the appraisement 
of Edison property in recently-an- 
nexed territory, as the San Fernando 
Valley. 

The announced power filings which 
the city will make if the Mono Lake 
country overlap those made a year ago 
by the Pacific Power Company, but 
not yet acted upon by the State Wa- 
ter Commission. This company is af- 
fillated with the Southern Sierras

“MOVIES” AND DRAMATIC ART. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE 

BY WALTER PRICHARD EATON, 


Dramatic Critic and Essayist. 
HE drama is two thousand, five hun- 


. tures are the invention of our own 
generation. The question most frequently 
asked about them today by thoughtful peo- 


ple is: 

“What are they going to have on 
— — on the art of the thea- 

Unquestionably, they will have some ef- 
fect, are having some effect already. The 
sudden eruption of film dramas may be 
compared, in a way, to the invention of 
machinery a century ago. The invention of 
machinery altered the entire economic 
status of society. Some of its results were 
good, and others man is but now setting 
about to counteract. 
Similarly, the motion pitture is a ma- 
chine-made product, vastly cheaper in price, 
substituted for the old hand-made article 
—the spoken drama. It is quite useless to 
suppose that any article so much reduced 
in price will not continue to command a 
market. The movies are here to stay. That 
we have got to reckon with at the start, 
just as much as machine-made s oes are 
here to stay. But, after all, the drama is an 
art, not an inanimate’ product. The human 
element enters in to an extent unknown in 
the strictly manufacturing field. Machine 
made shoes are not only cheaper, but often 
nearly as good as hand made, so far as the 
consumer is concerned. But machine-made 
drama, though cheaper, is not so good, can 


It is not quite true, therefore, to say there 
is, or will be, competition between the 
‘spoken drama and the movies. They are in 
reality not offering the same wares. There 
is competition only in the sense that one man 
may be trying to induce you to spend your 
dollar for a necktie, while another entices 
you to buy a new pipe. And because of this 
fact, dangerous as it is to attempt prophecy, . 
we may venture the guess that the spoken 
drama in the future will show the effect 
of the movies by becoming, constantly, not 
more like them, but more unlike them. 
There are already signs that this is hap- 
pening. The movie drama can attain a 
realism of scenic setting quite impossible 
on the stage. It can employ a freedom of 
technique, a rapidity of scenic changes, a 
dash and daring of action, quite beyond the 
range of the theater.

What will re 
sult probably is that the spoken drama will 
more and more concentrate on plays with 
artistic and symbolic scenery—or perhaps 
no scenery at all—and with an increased 
attention to the graces and the pungency and 
the intellectual appeal of literature. It will. 
more and more leave the crude mel 
the slap-stick farce, the Laura-Jean- 
ish false romance, to the movies. 
That means, of course, that the theater 
become more aristocratic, more the 
of the educated and well-to-do. Just 
as the invention of industrial machines 
intensified class divisions, the invention of 
art machinery is probably going to intensify 
class divisions. This may result in better 
drama, but it most certainly will not result 
in a better nation as a whole. The average 
movie drama today is often sensational,

It requires no powers 
of concentration to follow and it breeds in 
the young mental flabbiness and cheap taste. 
Sooner or later, we are bound to recognize 
this fact, though today we are indifferent.

ATTEMPT TO FILE EXCEPTIONS 
IN LAND CASES. 


Attorneys representing the govern- 
ment and attorneys representing the 
Southern Facific Railroad Company 
each made efforts yesterday, in the 
locally-famous oll land suits, to file 
exceptions to a stipulation that was 
freely entered into by both parties 
the previous day in Judge Bledsoe’s 
court. They qwere not successful. 

When court convened the judge was 
informed that the attorneys desired 
to note exgeptions to the order of 
the court disposing of the interroga- 
tories propounded on both sides and 
as to which agreement had been 
reached. The court was informed 
that this application had been made 
to the clerk of the court by telephone. 

“This court is not doing business 
over the telephone wires,” said Judge 
Bledsoe; “these attorneys having 
agreed to a stipulation in these cases 
must come into court and make their 
objections known, if they have any. 
Overruled.” 

The court then dictated an order 
relating to the six oi] land cases which 
are set for the local court for No- 
vember 1, and in which the allegation 
is made of fraud in selecting what are 
alleged to be mineral lands under 
the grant of Congress in 1866. n 

The trial of these cases will be of 
unusual interest to attorneys through- 
out California, for the reason that 
for the first time the doctrine of “dis- 
covery” will have its bounds fixed. 

Just how far one party to an action 
may go in compelling his opponent 
to furnish the testimony necessary to 
the successful making out of his case 
will be settled, so far as the local 
United States District Court is con- 
cerned. That Judge Bledsoe appreci- 
ates the responsibility of declaring the 
law on this important point is indi- 
cated by his remarks during the hear- 
ing in regard to the interrogators.

(Continued from First Page.) 


is one of the conditions, which, in 
place of pleasure or competition, has 
developed the win-at-any-cost“ spirit 
prevalent in American football. 

It is still a game in which weight 
is at a premium over agility; the com- 
bined average weight on the crack 
Yale-Harvard teams last year was 
185 pounds, and the Exeter school 
team went about 180. The light and 
agile stars of the Rugby game, whose 
clever work has delighted thousands 
for the last elght years, would have 
but little chance to “make” a high- 
class college team. 

Again we find that the college 
game is a coaching game in the 
double sense that it has been devised 
by coaches, and the actual movements 
of the players are dictated by a coach. 
Rugby is a player’s game in that it 
was devised by players, for the pleas- 
ure of players, who themselves initiate 
the tactics to meet the situations of 
the game. This is what is meant by 
saying that in Rugby the player 
thinks for himself, and in the Ameri- 
can game the coach thinks for him. 

Which of these games is preferred 
by the public is a question which we 
presume will be settled more accord- 
ing to temperment and custom than 
according to reaaon, but which is 
more democragie tm spirit and more 
helpful in the @evelopment of char- 
acter and in the qualities of leader- 
ship in high school students, are ques- 
tions which, so far as our observa- 
tion goes, are to be answered very 
decisively in favor of the Rugby 
game. 

The coach, so-called, at Stanford is 
elected as “instructor in football.“ and 
his duties are mainly in organizing 
and instructing. At present his duties 
are chiefly with freshmen. He con- 
fers with the leading players on the 
status of the teams, but the actual 
shaping of play during a game is left 
to the players, more especially the 
captain. 

The Palo Alto High School, which 
the New Zealand experts pronounced 
the best exponents of Rugby coming 
under their observation in this coun- 
try, have for four years had no 
coach. The popular belief that they 
followed the Stanford players is in- 
correct; the school devised its own 
system of practice and worked out its

game is American and the Rugby 
game English is. of course, an appeal 
to prejudice which has nothing to do 
with the merits of the games; no par- 
ticular demerit attaches to handball, 
tennis, golf or intercollegiate rowing 
because they are of British origin. 
So far as we know, the student body 
feeling at Stanford is for Rugby; if 
the sentiments of the student body of- 
ficials, the president, tHe vice-presi- 
dent and the manager are an index, 
the students are strongly for the game. 
An influential element of the Stanford 
faculty is not in favor of intercollegiate 
games in general and it is safe to say 
that almost all of the faculty, tnclud- 
ing the Faculty Athletic Committee, 
are against any form of intercollegiate 
game which has not a broad basis 
of pleasurable collegiate sport. The 
college game as it exists in most of 
the colleges of the Pacific Slope has 
little chance to come back to Stanford. 
In sending out this statement we 
wish to say that we intend no criticism, 
either explicit or implied, on the ac- 
tion of the athletic authorities of the 
University of California in reverting to 
the old game; the conditions for sport 
at Stanford and at Berkeley are es- 
sentially different. 
With over twice as many men as 
at Stanford, with one turf football 
field, which is also the varsity base- 
ball diamond, the conditions are suit- 
able at Berkeley for intercollegiate 
matches of the college game, but not 
for college sport. In any case, Cali- 
fornia can probably look after her own 
affairs without advice from Stanford. 
We hold no brief for the Rugby 
game: the football conditions at Stan- 
ford might have been paralleled with 
soccer, hockey, lacrosse, or with any 
other form of player-made game in 
vogue. But with the students’ pref- 
erence for a tackling form of football, 
the elasticity of the Rugby game has 
wrought at Stanford a fairly broad and 
pleasurable participation in the game 
which would vanish under the condi- 
tions of directive coaching and pre- 
arranged signals.

TO MAKE WINES. 


CORONA ALI, STIRRED UP OVER 
A PETTTION TO DRINK 
IN “DRY” TOWN. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

CORONA, Sept. 22.—The Trustees 
of this city have been petitioned by 
thirty-four local Italians for permis- 
sion to manufacture their own wines, 
which they claim fs for their own con- 
sumption, and this number, Chief of 
Police Ramsey states, is about one- 
third of those who will petition the 
Council for this privilege. 
The total amount of wine the peti- 
tioners propose to make is 216 bar4 
rels, and if the balance of the Ital- 
lans in the city are granted permis- 
sion to make wine it means that be- 
tween 600 and 700 barrels of Italian 
wines will be made and consumed 
here in a city that is regarded as a 
“dry” town. 
The Trustees have turned the entire 
business over to the Chief of Police 
and he has the sole power to issue 
permits to any person who applies for 
one. As a result the citizens are 
aroused at this and do not approve the 
action of the board. A committee of 
ve from each of the churches has 
been appointed to take some action 
relative to the stand of the board. 
Trustees Mueller and Stobbs are 
opposed to the proposition of turning 
the matter over to the Chief of Police 
and to the issuing of permits.

William DeBold had held a responsi- 
ble position as agent for the Standard 
Oil Company in Van Nuys and bore 
an unusually clean record. 

The mother’s plight appealed to the 
sympathies of Miss Glayda Newton, 
No. 634 South Daly street. She set 
herself the task of finding the miss- 
ing son, and her search carried her 
to the Central Police Station, where 
she examined the descriptions of all 
the unidentified dead. 

When she came to that of the dead 
robber marked similarity to the de- 
scription of the missing William De- 
Bold impressed her. Inquiries from 
persons who had seen the robber, con- 
vinced her that William DeBold was 
the unidentified man. 

In final proof, she demanded the 
body be exhumed, and yesterday the 
mother was taken to the graveyard 
to identify, it possible, her lost son.
